Jiimcs Boswoll, 
who became famous for writing an 
other man' sslory, the life of Sam 
ucl Johnson, came out of Scotland 
and settled in London in 1762.

pounds a year — about $1,000—and 
on that he lived very comfortably. 


That was the year 1762. And our

a young man could do just as
